raising a smutty crop. 
Our own farmers, 
who seldom or never neglect the blue- 
stoning preparation of their seed, and have 
avoided the smut nuisance these twenty- 
five years past, would be greatly surprised 
on visiting Port Costa to find how consid­ 
erable a portion of the wheat received 
there is deteriorated by smut, and would 
therefrom take warning not, in any case, 
to omit the blue-stoning preparation of 
their seed. 
We are informed that arrangements for 
tho construction of a narrow-gauge railroad 
to connect with the C. and O. R. R. and 
terminate at Shasta have been satisfacto­ 
rily made. 
It is estimated that it can be 
constructed for §150.000, and will pay a 
good percentage on the investment. 
A 
grade of about seventy feet to the mile 
will be necessary if connection is made at 
Redding, but by going a few miles below 
this can be materially 
reduced. 
The 
project will be vigorously pushed ; arrange­ 
ments will he completed and operations 
will begin as early as it is possible to con­ 
tract for material and labor.

E x e c u tiv e M a n s io n , August 29th.—Just 
before the morning dressing occurred Dr. Bliss 
came into Private Secretary Brown’s room. 
He said, iu reply to icqnii ies regarding the 
President, that be had passed a very comfort­ 
able night. He slept from half an hour to 
an hour at a time, and the last twelve hours 
had shown considerable improvement. Dur­ 
ing the awakening hour about 1 o'clock an 
enema was administered, and alxmt 2 o'clock 
the patient took two ounces of milk gruel. 
After that he rested quietly until the doctors 
aroee. Dr. Bins saw the President for the 
first time during tho night after daylight. 
A conversation with the surgeon was as fol­ 
lows : 
" How is tfle patient. Doctor t" 
“ He has had a good night.” 
“ Then 1 suppose he is better?” 
“ Ob, yes. He shows improvement since 
yesterday. I saw him only a few moments 
ago. He was lying there as quietly as could 
be. I took his pulse. It was about 96.” 
“ How was his respiration. Doctor ?” 
'• It could not have been more than 16. He 
was breathing easily, and his skin was cool 
and moist. His pulse was soft and clear.” 
“ The pnlse will become more frequent 
after the morning dressing, I suppose ?" 
“ Yes ; possibly three or four beats.” 
“ How is the parotid ghnd’ Does it 
bother him much?” 
“ Did you ever have the mumps ?" 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Then you know eomethiug about how it 
troubles him. He cannot open his mouth 
wide at ail tin»k. He told me this morning 
that his mouth would not 0)>ea but half an 
inch.” 
“ Is it still swollen?” 
“ The swelling is not so mtn h now, but the 
soreness affects the muscles >-f the jaw.” 
“ D oes it not cause a collection of phlegm 
in the throat, then ?” 
“ Oh! yes; but he clears his throat so 
loudly that he can be heard in the next room. 
He told me just now that he thought if he 
should vomit it would clear the phlegm away. 
I told him it was not necessary. Oa one oc­ 
casion during the early' morning, one who 
happened to be in the hallway outside the 
door near the President’s bed, distinctly 
heard the patient ask Colonel Swain fi r his 
handkerchief. When ir. was given him he 
cleared his throat and wiped his lija, and re­ 
peated the operation several times.”

Hawks came to the Manrinn 
about ten minutes ago, and desiring to obtain 
the exact condition of tho President, con­ 
ferred with Dr. Boynton, who said : " The 
President is still better this morning, and 
everything is favorable.”

PRESIDEN I ’S 


H O R £ 
PE R P L E X IT IE S. 


The P resident’s case becomes more per­ 
plexing every day. 
L ast w eek it was an- 
nouneed th a t his w ound had healed to 
w ithin three or four inches of it3 orifice. 
N ow it is stated th a t th is was a m istake, 
for th a t the catheter ha3 been passed up it 
tw elve and a half incht'3. 
B ut it is sim ul­ 
taneously declared th a t though tlio B u r ­ 
geons thought this new ly-discovered eight 
inches of open wound had healed, it has 
n ot been exuding pus, or a t least th e kind 
of pus which is lia'olo to bo absorbed into 
th e circulation. 
On th e contrary, this is 
“ laudable ’’ pus, ami laudable pus is never 
absorbed under any circum stances. 
I t is 
adm itted to be tru e th a t th e inflam mation 
of th e parotid glands is som etim es an indi­ 
cation of blood-poisoning ; b u t it is em ­ 
phatically denied th a t it is such an indica­ 
tion in the preseut case. 
H ere it is m erely 
a sym ptom of general debility. 
I t is a d ­ 
m itted th a t the recent access of fever and 
of nausea m ight have been regarded under 
some circum stances as indicating pytamia, 
b u t 
it 
is denied th a t 
in 
the 
Presi­ 
d en t's 
case 
th ey 
m eant 
anything 
of 
the kind. 
I t 
is 
tru e 
th a t 
all 
these 
sym ptom s happened to coincide w ith the 
obstruction of th e w ound by w hat the 
surgeons then 
thought 
to be healthy 
granulation, b u t which proves to hive 
been nothing of the kind ; b a t th is ooinci- 
dence m ust not he used to base the theory 
of blood-poisoning upon. 
N tithc-r is there 
any m alaria present, though it cannot 
be denied th a t it is in the air at the 
W hite House, since several residents of 
th a t m ansion 
have 
been ill 
from it. 


M eantim e the opposition doctors, whose 
organ is th e New Y ork H erald, continue 
to 
pooh-pooh the 
official declarations, 
and to l.in t a t m alpractice, while the 
poor public, bew ildered by the coi.fiicting 
accounts, and unable to extract from the 
history of th e case any clear and con­ 
sistent hypothesis, arc inclined to m a t­ 
te r ‘‘a plague on both 
your houses!” 
and to entertain a suspicion th a t after 
all th e P resident’s case is being m anaged 
very much by guessw ork. 
T hat, however, 
gentle reader, is the principle upon which

IN ADVANCE. 


D ecidedly G erm any is 
beginning 
to 
possess th e m akings of freedom of the 
press. 
T he editor of a Berlin new spaper 
w as recently arraigned on a charg» of hav­ 
ing asserted th a t B ism arck favored the 
anti-dew ish agitation, and has been ac­ 
qu itted , on the ground th a t “ if th e ac- 
" cased believed th e a ttitu d e if th e Gov­ 
e r n m e n t indirectly prom o'ed anti-.'cwish 
“ excesses be had a perf ct right to ex- 
“ press his opinion to th a t effect." 
T hat 
is a m arked step in advance, and m ust 
have given the Prussian Chancellor a dis­ 
agreeable q u arter of an hour. 
If he can­ 
no t prevent th e C ourts from protecting the 
liberty of th e press he w ill be obliged to 
change his m ethods of governing in many 
im portant particulars, and he has alw ays 
entertained a strong dislike for newspapers, 
save as convenient agents of his autocratic 
w ill.

THE

SPREADING. 


The Russian Government has discovered 
that the army is dc-eply tainted with Nihil­ 
ism. 
This was to have been anticipated. 
The army is perforce drawn from the 
masses, and the N ihilists have for years 
been preaching among them with increasing 
effect. 
N or is there any effective way of 
remedying thi«. 
It is impossible to ascer­ 
tain bow far the contagion has spread, and 
therefore it is impossible to ascertain wbat 
regiments can b t: usted. 
A t such crises 
armies have fnq uently collapsed under 
the hands of their commanders, or gone 
over, officers and all, to the revolutionary 
tide. 
This is alio p. ssible in Pvussia. 


T he E astern press is w orrying itself con­ 
siderably over th e question of th e P resi­ 
d en t’s disability. 
A foreigner m ight con­ 
clude, from the indications of alarm m ani­ 
fested in this connection, th a t there was 
danger of a com plete break-dow n of our 
governm ental m achinery. 
B ut though it is 
no doubt very m uch to be desired th a t the 
question referred to should be taken ou t of 
the category of doubtful m atters, it has not 
at th is tim e much practical im portance. 
Even if th e disability of the P resident be 
adm itted, aud it be also adm itted th a t 
there is no clear m ethod laid dow n by the 
C onstitution for carrying on th e Executive 
functions in such an emergency, th e coun­ 
try is nevertheless a long way from serious 
em barrassm ent, not to speak of anarchy. 
Even if an interregnum should occur by 
w hich th e Presidential office was virtually- 
vacated, th e effect upon the country would, 
as th e case stands, be im perceptible. 
The 
varions departm ents of the national govern­ 
m ent w ouldgoon as sm oothlvas before. The 
laws inforce would all be adm inistered w ith­ 
out interruption. N or would th e rem oval of 
th e cabinet as well a3 th e President m ake 
any im portant change in the adm inistration 
of th e governm ent. 
F or it m ust be realized 
th a t th e actual operation of th e law s, and 
the adm inistration of departm ent w ork, is 
intrusted to m en who occupy their posts 
practically in p eipetuity ; whose experience 
and knowledge have long since m ade their 
services indispensable, and who are far more 
com petent to control and direct th e d ep art­ 
m ents th an are the offiiixl heads of thoso 
departm ents. 
T he tru th is th a t th e apprehension w hich 
our contem poraries are a t present display­ 
ing is far more sentim ental th an practical. 
The President is only in theory' th e head of 
th e G overnm ent. 
H is presence is seldom 
necessary to th e routine w ork of public 
business. And' it m ust also be rem em bered 
th a t owing to the original constitution of 
this governm ent, th e rem oval of th e na­ 
tional executive could no t under any cir­ 
cum stance produce a general disturbance 
of th e governm ental m achinery. 
F or our 
governm ent is essentially local in its char­ 
acter, and th e principle of localization has 
so perm eated it from the beginning th a t 
alm ost every- p art of it is for all practical 
purposes independent aud self-sustaining. 
Each S tale constitutes a separate govern­ 
m ent, and each county, and each m unici­ 
pality-, add no disability either cf any State 
or national official can consequently- Btop 
the m achinery, or in terru p t the continuous 
and steady operation of th e laws. 
Of 
course occasions could arise in which the 
absence of a national executive m ight be 
seriously em barrassing, bu t if such an occa­ 
sion arose it cannot be doubted for a mo­ 
m ent th a t th e Congress would find means 
for bridging over th e difficulty, aud th a t 
all 
the 
hypothetical 
objections 
and 
obstructions w hich are now being aired so 
freely w ould vanish under th e pressure of 
necessity. 
W hatever the w ritten C onstitution doe3 
or does not provide for, it is certain th a t it 
can never operate as an obstacle to the 
protection of the N ation. 
T he m axim 
Salus 
P oj.v'i 
suprem a 
est 
lex 
m ust 
in all such contingencies be acted upon. 
W ire draw n 
theories, 
subtle doctrines, 
ambiguous interpretations, all m ust yield 
to th e param ount necessity of securing the 
continuance of governm ent, 
order, and 
law ; and no sane m an can doubt th a t this 
rule would be followed w ithout hesitation, 
if the occasion shctild arise. 
B at while in 
theory the notion of w hat is commonly 
called an in te rn gaum may appear very 
alarming, there is really nothing in the 
actual conditions to justify any apprehen­ 
sion. 
W e believe th at tbe purpose of the 
m akers of the C onstitution was to provide 
for th e enduing of 
th e Vice President 
w ith the executive functions in the event 
of any prolonged or serious disability ou 
the [-art of the President, and th a t this 
regency was intended to last as loDg as, 
but no longer than, th e disability of the 
President continued. 
T h at certainly is 
the view which is best supported by an ex­ 
am ination cf th e debates on the C onstitu­ 
tion, and it is therefore in all probability 
the view- which would be acted upon 
should any action of th e kind become 
necessary. 
No doubt it is difficult to de­ 
term ine 
theoretically w hat 
constitutes 
executive disability, nor is it a t all clear 
w hat tribunal is to be th e judge of the 
fact. 
B ut in practice these difficulties 
would probably disappear, for if the Presi­ 
dent realized th a t he was for th e tim e 
incapable 
of 
perform ing 
duties 
which 
dem anded im m ediate perform ance, the pie- 
sum ption is th a t he w ould him self be the 
first to announce his disability, nor is 
there any likelihood th a t in such circum ­ 
stances his conclusion w ould be disputed. 
W ere it necessary it w ould no doubt be 
possible to secure the affirm ation of the 
Suprem e C ourt, of the C abinet, or of Con­ 
gress, to such an act of tem porary abdica­ 
tion, and in the event of the P resident’s 
subsequent recovery he would resum e his 
official functions as quietly and easily as 
he had surrendered them . 
In short there 
is no ground w hatever for alarm or un­ 
easiness about th e m atter. 
In th e first 
place there need bo no difficulty about 
such an abdication if it becomes unavoida­ 
ble ; and in th e second place ii no such ab­ 
dication is resorted to, and nevertheless 
the P resident rem ains v irtually disabled, 
the country will sustain no injury. 
The 
death of P resident G arfield would be a na­ 
tional m isfortune and a national loss, b ut 
it would not stop th e m achinery of the 
G overnm ent, nor would th a t m achinery 
lose a single beat in consequence of it. H is 
present disability is in like m easure a senso 
of regret and apprehension to th e public, 
b u t 
bis 
helplessness 
is 
purely 
in­ 
dividual, 
aud 
does 
not 
extend 
to the G overnm ent over which he presides 
w hen in health. 
In a well regulated de­ 
m ocracy th e death or tem oval of a beloved 
chief executive may and m ust occasion 
general grief and lam entation, b u t th e ties 
which exist betw een him and the people 
are those of affection and sym pathy, and 
no t in any sense m aterial bonds. The great 
and m ajestic governm ental syetem of the 
U nited S tates is independent of hum an 
lives. 
I t proceeds, w ithout pause or hurry, 
no m atter w hat th s vicissitudes of party or 
th e fate of individuals m ay be, giving con­ 
tinually to all its citizens the sam e stead­ 
fast assurance of protection, support and 
vigilance, and responding to no ephem eral 
or p artial m utations ou th e surface of af­ 
fairs.

TIMELY 
PROPOSITION. 


A dispatch from Cologne gays that at 
the International Law Conference iu ses­ 
sion there David Dudley Field introduced 
a resolution to the effect “ that it is desir- 
"able in an extradition treaty where po- 
“ Htical crimes are excepted, that provia- 
“ ions bo inserted that neither assassination 
“ nor attempted assassination as a means 
" o f effecting changes of government or 
“ the rodress of grievances shall be deemed 
“ apolitical crime within the meaning of 
“ tbe treaty, and that the privilege of asy- 


“ lam ? ball be denied to the perpetrators 


“ of any such crim e.” 
Field is reported 
to have said in introducing this resolution 
th a t “ it was th e feeling among A m ericans 
“ th a t assassination should be stam ped 
“ o u t.” 
The resolution was strongly sup­ 
ported, and carried by acclam ation. 
M r. 
Field has done a very proper and em i­ 
nently seasonable th in g in th is m atter. 
H e is perfectly right in saying th a t it is 
th e feeling among A m ericans th a t assas­ 
sination should be stam ped out. T he crime 
of G uitteau has a t least p u t us in sym ­ 
pathy w ith E urpean governm ents on this 
subject. 
W s have been m ade to realize 
th a t republics are a3 liable as m onarchies 
to th e evils flowing from crim es of this 
kind, and th a t th e assassin of rulers—no 
m atter w hat titles they hear—is in effect 
on a level w ith th e pirate, and host Is hu- 
m ani generis. 
T here should be no asylum 
for th is class of crim inals. 
The secret 
societies 
w hich 
advocate 
assassination 
should be made to understand th a t flight 
cannot screen th e perpetrators of these 
crimes, b u t th a t w herever the assassin goes 
he will find th e same stern agreem ent to 
deliver him up to justice. 
The theory of 
political connection m ust be abruptly sev­ 
ered from th e crim e of assassination. 
I t 
m ust be treated everyw here as m urder of 
the m ost atrocious kind. 
In th is way 
alone can th e grow ing tendency tow ards its 
adoption as a political weapon be checked, 
and th e bru tal and desperate conspirator 
elem ent bo forced to abandon it for less 
infam ous and abom inable agencies.

o’clock F riday m orning a cry of fire was 
raised on M ain street, and a few m om ents 
later the bright, lu rid flames flashed out 
of the door3 and windows of a private 
stable owned by F. B ullard, the grocery 
m erchaut of th a t place. T he cry aw akened 
m any citizens, who rushed frantically to 
the rescue of th eir neighbors’ property. 
B u t hum an efforts w ere unavailing. 
A 
ligh^w ind from th e west fanned th e fierce 
demon, and th e b am was soon ono mass of 
flames. 
A ll endeavors to save B ullard’s 
property were now relinquished, and the 
attention of the fire fighters was directed 
to Robson’s H otel, a tw o story fram e stru c t­ 
ure opposite th e Gafford House, and im m e­ 
diately adjoining th e barn. 
A lthough the 
b attle was waged heroically, th e flames 
spread steadily, and in half au hour n o th ­ 
ing rem ained of Robson’s H otel except a 
hot bed of coaU and embers. 
From this 
point th e fire traveled to a sm all saloon 
and a China wash-house on th e south, and 
three wash-houses and a private dw elling 
on the north. 
A t this stage of tbe fire the 
citizens gave up all thoughts of saving th e 
cast 
block 
and devoted 
a ll 
their 
attention 
to 
th e 
buildings 
on 
the 
w est 
side 
of th e 
street. 
Tne 
heat had by th is tim e become so intense 
th a t th e w oodw ork in the M asonic block 
and on G afford’s H otel commenced to blis­ 
te r and burn, and for some tim e it looked 
as if 
these buildings 
m ust 
go, b u t th e con­ 
sta n t exertions of a t 
least 
a score of w ater 
brigades prevented th eir destruction. 
As 
th e tire in th e east block sw iftly burned to 
the north, ail danger to those buildings 
was averted, bu t th e outlook for th e row 
of fram e houses and th e M arden H otel in 
th e north end of th e w est block became 
very serious. 
From th e C hina wash-houses 
the flames leaped to George Hoffm an’s h ar­ 
ness shop, and from th a t building it tra ­ 
versed the rem aiader of the block, om itting 
in its fiery track b u t tw o buildings in th e 
entire block—a .«mail stable and th e black­ 
sm ith shop of Cullens k C am rcn. 
A t 5 
o’clock th e conflagration had burned itself 
com pletely out, leaving hardly a vestige 
of the eastern p art of th e business por­ 
tion of Davisville.- The estim ated loss is 
about $20,000, covered by §4,000 insur- 
anc, Robson and Hoffman being th e only 
property-holders in the block who carried 
any' insurance. 
In all there w ere eleven 
buildings burned, th e losses being d istrib ­ 
uted among the following property-holders 
of Davisville : The H am il heirs, Judge 
O’Neil, 
F. B ullard, George Robson aud

C ondition of the P resident. 
E x e c u t iv e M a n s io n , W a s h in g t o n , Au­ 
gust 21st—8:30 A. M.— The president awoke 
more thin usual, yet slept sufficiently during 
the night, and appears comfortable this morn­ 
ing. The parotid swelling is about the sanie, 
but is not painful. He took liquid nourish­ 
ment by the mouth several times during the 
night, as well ss this morning. Pulse 106, 
temperature 08 8, respiration 18 Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Reyburn and 
Agnew, 
[SECOND DISPATCH. I 
E xecutive M ansion, August 21st—12:30 
I*, M.—The President’s condition continues 
about as at the morning bulletin, except that 
there is a slight rise of temperature. He 
continues to take liquid nourishment by the 
mouth as well as by enemata. Pulse 108, 
temperature 99.4, respiration 18. Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, lleyburn and 
Agnew. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, August 21st—6:30 
p. m.—The President has vomited twice dur­ 
ing the afternoon. The administration of 
food by the mouth has therefore again been 
temporarily suspended, and nutritious ene­ 
mata will be given more frequently. His 
ten.pirature is lower and his pulse rather 
less frequent than yesterday afternoon. The 
parotid swelling is painless, but stationary.

I FOURTH DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 2Lst—7:30 P. M—Dr. Bliss has just left 
for home. He sayB that the united opinion of 
the attending surgeons is that the vomiting 
which occurred this afternoon was caused by 
the irritation of phlegm in the President’s 
throat, as a result of the inflamed gland. The 
day at the White House has been extremely 
quiet, aDd until early in the afternoon noth­ 
ing could be ascertained regarding the Presi­ 
dent, excepting what information the official 
bulletins contained. Callers were unusually 
few. A.mong those most prominent were ex­ 
Minister Noyes, Judge Wylie and First 
Auditor Reynolds, the latter being a constant 
visitor. About 1 o’clock Ur. Bliss came into 
Private Secretary Brown's room, looking very 
tired and apparently worn out. When asked 
the cause of his weariness be replied that he 
had not had much rest during the night, as 
the President was quite wakeful. The fol­ 
lowing dialogue between the doctor and a 
representative of the Associated Press en­ 
sued : 
“ W hat was the cause of the President’s 
being so restless during the night, doctor?” 
“ It was caused principally by annoyance 
from the glandular inflammation.” 
“ In what particular manner was he an­ 
noyed ?” 
“ Principally by a secretion of phlegm in 
his throat, which awakened him about every 
half hour.” 
" I suppose you are still endeavoring to 
scatter the swelling of the glands ?” 
“ Yes; we are trying to prevent suppura­ 
tion, and to accomplish that the inflamma­ 
tion must ba scattered.” 
“ W hat is the probability of succeeding V 
“ Well, I can't say positively ; bnt appear­ 
ances do not indicate it is any worse.” 
" Has there been any gastric disturbance 
of the stomach yet ?” 
“ None at all. The stomach appears to be 
improving all the time.” 
“ Have you decreased the enemata still 
more ?” 
“ We now administer an enema twice dur­ 
ing the day and twice during the night—in 
the morniog, afternoon, evening, and at 
dawn.” 
“About how much do you administer a 
day ? ’ 
“ Twenty ounces of beef extract, with the 
yolks of four eggs.” 
“ B oyou contemplate trying the patient 
with solid food soon ?” 
“ We have not discussed that subject yet. 
He is getting sufficient nourishment now.” 
“ How do you account for the rise in the 
pulse which was noted in the morning bulle­ 
tin ?” 
" I do net know exactly what caused it. If 
the patient is turned over in bed his pulse in­ 
creases two to ten boats for a short time, but 
soon goes down. Perhaps his broken sleep 
last night caused the rise. I Beo no other rea­ 
son for P.” 
“ 1 suppose it is not significant of anything 
ettraordinary or unfavorable?” 
“ Oh ! no ; for one in the President's con­ 
dition no significance can be attached to a 
slight variation of pulse.” 
“ Does the patient complain at all of suffer­ 
ing pain from the inflammation of the parotid 
glands ?” 
“ He suffers no pain. His neck and jaw 
continue somewhat annoying, bnt the secre­ 
tion of the saliva is the most annoying 
feature, as it causes him to cough and conse­ 
quently ¡ose hia rest.” 
“ How about the wound, doctor?’’ 
“ The wound is in an excellent condition, 
and the process of granulation has made it 
consMarabi y smaller than it was.” 
"How large in proportion to the wound is 
the channel in which the flexible tube was 
recently inserted ?” 
“ The tube used was a No. 8 (American 
measurement) catheter, which is quite small. 
The wound will now hold a little leas than 
two ounces of water, while previous to com­ 
mencement of granulation it would hold 
more than three ounces, That will give you 
an idea how much smaller it is." 
The doctor then explained that the small 
tube nearly filled the channel of the wound, 
which proves that it was healing satisfac­ 
torily. 
Shortly after the interview with l)r. Bliss 
occurred, Dr. Boynton wa3 asked if he con­ 
sidered the President as being decidedly 
better to-dav than yesterday. 
“ No,” replied the doctor, “ he is not 
decidedly better. I think there is a slight 
improvement as compared with yesterday’, 
and I feel more encouraged.” 
Continuing, the conversation, the doctor 
said, in substance, that if the irritation of the 
parotid gland passes away without suppura­ 
tion he will tool much relieved. He thinks the 
aticnt is taking sufficient nourishment to 
mild up on, ana barring further complica­ 
tions he considers the outlook a little m .re 
G 
encouraging. 
The doctor was asked if it was not a well 
established theory that when an irritation 
presented itself in the form of a swelling, the 
result was that suppuration followed. He ad­ 
mitted that such was ordinarily the case, 
“ but in the President's condition," said he, 
" suppuration is not desired because of the 
possible injury which might follow.” 
“ W hat is the nature of the injury feared 
from the suppuration of the gland ?" was then 
asked. 
In replying, the doctor said : “ It is im- 
possib'.e to say where it would end should sup­ 
puration ensue ; that it would be possible for 
mfl irnn.ation to extend to the interior of the 
ear and destroy that organ ; that it might 
seriously affect tho bones of the face in the 
vicinity of that irritation; and further than 
this, that there would he danger of the im­ 
pure matter which gathers about the gland 
penetrating the brain. And in addition to 
these risks, it would b* a considerable tax on 
the little strength the President has left." 
Dr. Woodward expressed the opinion, as 
he left the Mansion about 2 p. M , that the 
President was doing as well as could be ex­ 
pected. 
One of the attending surgeons informed a 
friend during the afternoon that he viewed 
the case in a mors hopeful light to day than 
he had for several days past. When asked 
what he thought about the glandular trouble, 
he said that while he should have preferred 
not to have met with that complication, he 
did not now c insider it c f serious importance. 
This surgeon feard that the patient’s stomach 
would not hold out, and said he considered 
that the most alarming feature of the case. 
The patient’s bowel* are said to have been 
more natural and free this morning than at 
any time before for a week past, which is 
considered an indication that his stomach is 
again working.[FIFTH DISPATCH.]

W ashington, August 21st.—Despite the 
explanations given by’ the surgeons of the 
cause of the vomiting, there is a general dis­ 
position to take a gloomy view of the case. 
The marked reticence cf the surgeons and at­ 
tendants of the President to-night tends to 
increase this feeling. They have remained 
shut up in the rooms near tfce President, ex­ 
cept that two or three of the attendants 
passed through the Private Secretary’s office; 
but they would not say anything about the 
case. The efforts to get even a word from 
Doctor Agnew failed. He declined to be 
seen, or send any message as to his opinion, 
simply referring inquirer* to the bulletins. 
Whenever the President appears to be doing 
well it is not difficult to see the surgeons and 
attendants.

The countenance 
of the inmates indicate a feeling of uneasi­ 
ness, to say the least. There is a fear preva­ 
lent that the President is too weak to be 
nourished much longer by enamata, although 
Dr. Bliss says thia method has so far proven 
eminently successful, and that the President 
really gains some strength from it.

W ashington, August 21st.— Dr. Boynton 
Baid about 9:30 o’clock to-night that it was 
well to admit that this vomiting spell of the 
President might portend Berious results ; that 
while it was doubtless true that Eevere cough­ 
ing had brought on the vomiting, it might 
indicate continued weakness of the Btomach, 
and that unless the President’s stomach will 
admit of his taking nourishment into it from 
now oh, the case would look desperate.

— General 
Swain was asked to-night if the features of 
the day were to be interpreted as a justifica­ 
tion for immediate alarm. “ No, I think 
not,” was the reply. “ The President tells 
me that he has had no nausea, and that his 
stomach was all right. He lies there on his 
back and sleeps, and the saliva runs down 
his throat and tickles it, making him cough 
and strain to get it out.

Dr. Boynton was also asked if he was 
alarmed by the symptoms manifested to-day.

A B u rg lar K illed. 
L aw rence (Ks. ), August 20th.—Ex-police­ 
man Harmon, who Hushed a burglar to-day 
while trying to pick a lock to a safe,_ re­ 
ceived a shot in the breast, which did little 
injury, and then gave the alarm. Tbe 
burglar mounted a horse and fled, but was 
hotly pursued by officers and a crowd, and 
being brought to bay, fired shots at two col­ 
ored policemen, who returned the fire, killing 
the thief instantly. His name is Murphy. 
A W aterspout In Colorado. 
D enver, August 20th.—A Canyon City 
special says: A terrible waterspout burst 
somewhere on Grape Creek to day, aDd at six 
o’clock to-night whole sections of railway 
ties, with iron attached, were running in Ark 
river, together with bridge timbers, huge pine 
trees, cattle and horses. A passenger train 
which left this evening has not beeD heard 
from, and fears are expressed for its safety, 
Signal Service Hovvgale. 
W ashington, August 20th.—Captain How- 
gate has not obtained bail yet, and if he does 
not get it to-day or Monday he will be sent to 
jail. Investigations show that he robbed the 
Government of a large amount of money 
through fitting but the Guiñare, which was 
ostensibly paid for out of his own pocket. 
FOREIGN NEWS. 


ROYAL BAKIKG POWDER. 


The P resid ent’s W ound. 
W ashington, August 20th—After the oper­ 
ation of August 8th, the flexible tube used to 
wash out the wound at each dressing readily 
followed the track of the ball to the depth of 
three and a half to four inches. At the dress­ 
ings, however, a small quantity of healthy 
pus came, as was believed, from the part of 
the track beyond this point, either sponta­ 
neously or after a geDtle preB6ure over the 
anterior surface of the right iliac region ; but 
thia deeper part of the track was not reached 
by the tube until yesterday morning, when 
the separation of a small slough permitted it 
to pass unresisted downward and forward for 
a distance of twelve and a half inches from 
the external surface of the last incision. This 
facilitates the drainage and cleansing of the 
lower part of the wound, but has not been 
followed by aDy increa-e in the quantity of 
pus discharge. The large pus cavity which 
has formed in the immediate vicinity of the 
broken rib is tilling up with healthy granula­ 
tions and the original wound of entrance as 
far as that cavity has healed. 
SECOND DISPATCH.1 
W ashington, August 20th.—Dr. Boynton, 
who just came out of the President’s room, 
said to an Associated Press reporter : “ There 
is no truth in tbe report that the objeet of in­ 
troducing a tube into the wound to such a 
depth was for the purpose of reaching a sup­ 
posed pus accumulation. While washing out 
the wound yesterday the surgeons found that 
there waa no longer any resistance to the 
pressure of the tute, and they therefore let it 
go in as far as it would, and to a depth of 
eleven inches and afterwards twelve inches. 
Healthy pus is never absorbed and cannot be 
absorbed; consequently there can be no 
foundation to the theory that the depth of 
the wound would indicate that the pus 
has been absorbed. 
The introduction of 
the tube to so great a depth gives 
no further evidence as to the location 
of the ball. The lobe was a flexible 
rubber catheter, used in washing out the 
wound, and we could tell in a general way 
the direction which it took through the body. 
That direction was forward and downward, 
toward a point in the anterior wall f the ab­ 
domen, where the ball has been suppoüed to 
lie. Nothing r.ew was ascertained. The sur­ 
geons think it possible that the ball has 
moved downward since it first lodged iu the 
abdomen wall, but this is not certain. The 
surgeons regard this opening up of the wound 
as favorable. It is better to have the wound 
open throughout than closed or obstructed in 
the middle. It can now be gotten at and 
cleansed thoroughly. In fact, this recent ex­ 
ploration shows no unfavorable symptoms, 
but on the contrary, the President swallowed 
about three teaspoousful of of beefsteak juice 
to day, and has also taken more milk gruel 
this afternoon. The swelling of the parotid 
gland is slowly diminishing. 
An In ü in n T reaty Signed. 
W ashington, August 20th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior and the Indian Commissioner 
to-day signed documents transferring the land 
from the Sioux to the Poncas. Buffalo Ghost 
and White Ghost, of the Yankton Sioux, re­ 
fused to sign on the general ground that they 
had been deceived so often in signing papers. 
They would sign if their people consented. 
The treaty cedes one section of 010 acres to 
each Ponca family, and to each unmarried 
male person cf over 21 years old. It must 
be ratified by Congress aud three-fourths of 
the Sioux Indians. The CheyenneR have 
agreed to go back from Indian Territory to 
the White River conntry this fall. Kirkwood 
told the Chief that he would have to pay for 
the transportation of supplies, as they were 
contracted for to he delivered in Indian Ter­ 
ritory. Little Chief said that they bad some 
money, and oould get along without supplies 
if the Sioux would help them. Red Cloud 
said the Sioux would aid them, and Kirkwood 
said the Department would try to get the 
supplies transferred. 
Foslal I aril A nnoyances lo be Checked. 
W ashington, August 20th.—With a view 
of affording relief to persons who receive 
abusive and annoying postal cards through 
the mails, the fo'lowing general instructions 
to Postmasters will soon be issued from the 
Postoffice Department: When any one is an­ 
noyed or expects to be annoyed by postal 
cards sent from any particular place, or from 
any known persons, he may direct the Post­ 
master at the points named to destroy all 
cards from any person named ; if so ad­ 
dressed, and as far as the discharge of the du­ 
ties of his office permits sufficient examina­ 
tion, the Postmaster should comply with the 
request. The same request may be made of 
receiving Postmasters. The directions to the 
Postmaster should be in writing, and should 
be filed for preservation. 
The A m erican D octrine. 
New Y ork, August 20th.—The World 
says: It is quite certain that if the Sand­ 
wich islands are to be erased from the list of 
independent nations, the United States 
neither ought to, nor will. ]>ermit them to 
piss under any sovereignty hut onr owd. On 
that point it is to be hoped that President 
Garfield and Secretary Blaioe may have 
made themselves explicitly understood in Eu­ 
rope, as we learn from Noyes, to-day, that 
they have done in tho matter of onr relations 
with the United States of Colombia and the 
I thmus of Panama. It is ex’rem'dv grati­ 
fying to he enabled to get from Noyes’ guard­ 
ed but sufficiently intelligible remarks, made 
to a reporter of the IForfd, that Blaine ha* 
taken the true American position in this inat- 


House of Com m ons. 
London, August 20th.—In the House of 
Gammons last night, during the debate on the 
vote for the salary of the Chief Secretary of 
Ireland, Parnell said that he thought Forster 
was more detested by a largo body of the 
Irish people than any of his predecessors, on 
account of the manner in which he adminis­ 
tered not only the Coercion Act but the gen­ 
eral law of the country. With regard to the 
future, he said that if the land bill brought 
about a substantial abatement of rent the 
Irish people, he thought, would make the best 
of it, and would use it as an instrument for 
the attainment of a complete land reform. 
Dawson, Redmond and Barry, Irish mem­ 
bers, joined in condemning Forster in lan­ 
guage more or less strong. Barry declared 
that Forster’s name was held in execration, 
and that he had worked the Coercion Act to 
stifle the Land League. 
On the vote for law charges and the cost 
of criminal prosecutions, Parnell severely 
criticised the recent Crown prosecutions in 
Ireland. 
Healyand others sharply attacked the con­ 
duct of Irish stipendiary magistrates. 
The Irish estimates have been disposed of, 
with the exception of five items. Among 
these is the vote for the constabulary. 
In the House of Commons tc-day, Parnell, 
in calling attention to the re-arrest of Mi­ 
chael Davitt, and moving for his release from 
imprisonment, Baid that it was currently be­ 
lieved that Davitt was arrested because be 
called Forster "M r. Outrage Forster” in a 
speech. Parnell said this waa the meanest 
and most contemptible act ever committed by 
any Government. 
Harcourt, Home Secretary, justified the 
arrest of Davitt, and said that Davitt had 
returned to Ireland, ari;U3ed the Fenians, 
and used language which no Government in 
the world could tolerate. The Home Secre­ 
tary incidentally stated that he had often 
vainly tried to obtain a disavowal of Femin­ 
ism from the Irish members of the Houbp, 
who supported tho Laud League. He inti­ 
mated that they could not disavow connec­ 
tion with those who are supplying funds from 
America. 
Parnell’s motion for the release of Davitt 
was defeated by 02 to 19. 
The House then resumed consideration of 
business in Committee of Supply. If the 
House is unable to conclude the business of 
supply to-day Parliament cannot be pro­ 
rogued on the 27th instant. 
M ilitary Law In San D om ingo, 
H avana, August 20th.—Advices from San 
Domingo to the 21st instant state that on 
July 29th an emissary of the Government 
discovered the hiding placs of Generals 
Ramon, Prez at:d Julius Fras, and three 
wounded officers belonging the party of Gen. 
Alvarez. On the sfternoon of the same day 
all were shot in the cemetery of San Domingo 
city, notwithstanding the intercessions of the 
diplomatic corps and ecclesiastic body. An 
immense crowd witnessed the execution from 
the fort re so walls. On the 2d of August the 
diplomatic corps again asked in vain for the 
pardon of nine more adherents of Alvarez 
who had be:n condemned to be shot, and 
eight of the number were shot that day. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Ihe business portion of Irvine, Ky., has 
been burned. 'Ihe h ss is from $00 000 to 
870,000. Small insurance. 
A Dutch gentleman and two ladies (his 
family), have been killed by a landslip on the 
road to Tete Noire, Switzerland. 
At Princeton, Ky., Saturday, an aged 
negro woman named Betsy Stokes was killed, 
and a little negro boy crippled, by a stroke of 
lightning. 
Robert Scarborough, a lawyer of Chicago, 
highly connected in Cincinnati, died Satur­ 
day of an overdose of laudanum. The Cor­ 
oner’s jury found that his death was acci­ 
dental. 
General Manager C. W. Smith, of tbe 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, assures the 
managers of the Yorktown Centennial that 
his road will hs completed to Newport in 
time for carrying passengers to aud from the 
Centennial. 
A British member of the Dalmatian Com­ 
mission has been attacked by brigands near 
the frontier of Epirus, and after a short en­ 
counter, in which the commander of the 
Turkish escort was killed, the brigands were 
driven off. 
James Curley, while engaged in building a 
wharf in Detroit, last Thursday, was holding 
a pile to steady it, when the hammer des­ 
cended before the proper time, striking Cur­ 
ley on the hack of the head and smashing his 
skull like an egg shell. Death was instanta­ 
neous. 
The reply of Spain in regard to the claim 
for indemuity for damages suffered by Spau- 
j ish subjects by the recent raid at Saida, 
1 recognizes the expediency of entertaining the 
Spanish claims, not so much on international 
law ss for considerations of mutual friendship 
and humanity. 
The New York brewers, arnoDg their an­ 
swers to the interrogations of the Temperance 
Society about the modes of manufacturing 
beer, admit that they often use, instead of 
barley malt, such substitutes as cornmeal, 
cornstarch, rice, grapes, sugar and glucose. 
They added: “ We will discontinue the use 
of these as soon a3 your society shall show 
them to be deleterious.”
